The amended claims 
have overcome the previous rejections of 1 12/ 1 st paragraph and 1 12/2 nd paragraph, items (a), (c) 
and (d), but not for item (b). Thus, the rejection of 1 12/2 nd paragraph, item (b) is maintained 
while all the others are now withdrawn. 

Claims 33-36 and 39 are cancelled. 

Claims 1-32, 37 and 38 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claim 37 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. 

Claim 37 recites the phrase "converting a quinazoline derivative of the formula I into 
another quinazoline derivative of the formula /". It is unclear what the identity of the 
quinazoline derivative is which is converted and it is unclear what the identity of the "converted 
quinazoline" is which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 37 also recites phrases with the 
word "except" which seems to imply provisos phrases to the claim. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-32 and 38 are allowable because they recite compounds of substituted anilino- 
quinazoline with a side chain of (R 3 R 4 )-N-(CR 2 R 2a )-(CR 1 R la )-0- which is not taught or fairly 
suggested by the prior art of record.
